A wonderful incident of childhood 

On page 60-61 of Malfuzat-e-A'la Hadrat, Part 1-4 [the 561-page 
publication of Maktaba-tul-Madinah, the publishing house of 
Da'wat e Islami] it is stated: Sayyiduna Abu Bakr ^>Mcs?z had 
never prostrated to idols. Once in his early childhood, his father 
took him to a temple (idol house) and said, These are your 
majestic and gracious gods, prostrate to them.' When Sayyiduna 
Abu Bakr Siddiq &l$&Mc&o- came in front of the idol, he said 
to it, 'I am hungry, give me food, I have no clothes, give me 
clothes, I will throw a stone; if you are a god, protect yourself.' 

How could that idol answer! He ^cMs&tc^ threw a stone at the 
idol and it fell to the ground. On seeing that, his father became 
angry and slapped him on his blessed face. His father then took 
him from there to his mother and told her the whole story. She 
said, 'Leave him on his way, for when he was born, a voice from 
the unknown source was heard saying, 'O truthful servant of 
Allah Js-sS^! Congratulations - this child is 4 Atiq [freed], in the 
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heavens his name is Siddiq [truthful], and he is the companion 
and close friend of Muhammad JUs^s^JtsSabi j^/ 

This incident was narrated by Siddiq Al-Akbar &l Jus *bt <j?* 
himself in the blessed court of the Prophet Jk^Vs^ Jidabi J^. 
When he had narrated this, Sayyiduna Jibril ^JJ\*£z. came to 
the court of the Holy Prophet JUs^b^JteSfibi and said, 'Abu 
Bakr ^juss&i^ spoke the truth and he is Siddiq/ Imam Ahmad 
Qastalani has mentioned this Hadis in Sharh Sahih Bukhari. 
(Irshad-us-SarT, Sharh SahTh BukharT, Vol. 8, p. 370; Malfuzat A' la Hadrat, 
pp. 20-21)

Brief introduction to Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar 

The respected name of the first caliph, the Leader of the 
Believers, Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Siddiq as-JtsSabio^ is 'Abdullah. 
His Kunniyah [patronymic appellation] is 'Abu Bakr' and his 
titles are Siddiq and c Atiq. 

J*&*A)\&^\ The meaning of 'Siddiq' is 'One who speaks the 
truth'. He was referred to by this title even in the period of 
ignorance because he always spoke the truth. The meaning of 
c Atiq' is 'freed'. The Holy Prophet JU^bs^fe Jtdfibi conveyed 
glad tidings to him saying: 

You are freed from the fire of Hell. 
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This is why he kl^^c^o- got this title. (TarTkh-ul-Khulafa, p. 29) 
He is 'Quraishi', and seven generations above, his genealogical 
tree joins with that of the Prophet of Rahmah, the Intercessor 
of Ummat, the Owner of Jannah JU^b^Ju&djij^. 

He & jus 4bi c&e was born in Makkah ll^s J ^ ^j, 
approximately two and half years after "Am-ul-FiF. The Leader 
of the Believers Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar ^juss&i^ is that 
companion who was the first to testify to the Prophethood of the 
Beloved and Blessed Prophet JL$<$$«& JtsSfibi among all the 
people. He ^l^M^ possesses noble virtues and excellences to 
such a great extent that, leaving the Prophets ^uuij^k, he is the 
greatest and most highly ranked of all mankind. 

Amongst all the free men, he ^.JtsS^i^ was the first to embrace 
Islam, and he participated in all Jihad's (Islamic battles) with 
full devotion and valour, and being an advisor to the Holy 
Prophet jLss^\s^cits3&i>i in every decision in war and in peace, 
he proved his loyalty and allegiance by supporting the Prophet 
of Rahmah, the Intercessor of Ummat, the Owner of Jannah t> 
J*! ^ab jus s&i at every step of life. He passed away on 22 
Jumadil Akhir, in the 13 th year after Hijrah (migration to 
Madinah) on the blessed day of Monday, after a splendid reign

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of caliphate which lasted two years and seven months. The 
Leader of the Believers, Sayyiduna 'Umar &l ^ ahi led the 
funeral prayer and Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar ^Jts5&i>i^ was 
buried inside the blessed tomb beside the Beloved and Blessed 
Prophet JLss-abajfe JUS^I J^. (Al-Kamal-fl-Asma-ur-Rijal, p. 387; Tarikh- 
ul-Khulafa, pp. 27-62) 



Who was the first to embrace Islam? 

On page 37 of 'Savanih Karbala , [the 92-page publication of 
Maktaba-tul-Madinah, the publishing house of Dawat-e-Islami] 
it is stated: £ Although most of the blessed companions ^^M^ 
and the Tabi'in emphasized that Siddiq Al-Akbar a&JtsSaiiic^ 
was the first Muslim, some said that Sayyiduna c Ali ^JU5&i>i<^ 
was the first Muslim, and others said that Sayyidatuna Khadijah 
^juss&i<3^ embraced Islam first.' 



Imam Abu Hanifah z& $&&\(seo- has reconciled these opinions by 
saying that Sayyiduna Abu Bakr embraced Islam first from 
amongst the men, the Mother of the Believers, Sayyidatuna 
Khadijah ^Jtes&ki^ was the first woman of Islam and Sayyiduna 
c Ali J 4J3\2L&i i }[&5zi)\z52' embraced Islam first among all the boys. 
(Tankh-ul-Khulafa, p. 26) 



Who is the most highly ranked? 

On page 38-39 of 'Savanih Karbala , [the 92-page publication 
of Maktabah-tul-Madinah, the publishing house of Dawat-e- 
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Islami] it is stated: 'It is the Ijma' [consensus] of the Ahl-us- 
Sunnah that, leaving the Prophets vtoi j^sfc, Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr is the most highly-ranked and supreme personality of the 
entire universe, followed by Sayyiduna 'Umar 2&&\<&* y Sayyiduna

[consensus] has been quoted by Sayyiduna Abu Mansur Baghdad! 

Jb\ ks-o- Ibn-e-'Asakir <M k?-o> has reported that 

Sayyiduna Ibn-e-'Umar jus said, 'We would attribute 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr, Sayyiduna 'Umar, Sayyiduna 'Usman, 
Sayyiduna 'All j^O&^c&o- with excellence and high rank in the 
state that the Blessed Prophet JUs^b^Jus^i was among us.' 
(Ibn-e-Asdkir, Vol 30, p. 346) 

Imam Ahmad *&$£jb\tef-<3- and other scholars have narrated from 
Sayyiduna 'All ^>^i4^JU5<djuji' that he asjts&hio^ said, 'After the 
Noble Prophet JUs^ib^J^iJ^, Abu Bakr and 'Umar ^cMs&i^ 
are the best of this Ummat.' (Ibn-e- 'Asakir, Vol 30, p. 351 ) 

Zahabi J&Jttkf-e stated that this narration of Sayyiduna 'All

Wealth and life sacrificed for the sake of the Holy Prophet 

It is reported by Sayyiduna Abu Hurairah a&.JU3&i>ic^ that the 
Knower of the Unseen, the Noble Prophet 4* 
said, 'Nobody's wealth has given me as much benefit as the 
wealth of Abu Bakr J^s Upon hearing, Sayyiduna 

Abu Bakr a^jus^i^ began to cry and said, 'O Prophet of Allah 
4 V * aiji J^i After all, you are the owner of me and my 
wealth.' (S unan Ibn-e-Majah, Vol. l,p. 72, Hadis 94) 

My dear Islamic brothers! Through this blessed narration, we 
learn that it was the 'Aqidah [belief] of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr 
&& l }\s5di\(&<? that we are the slaves of the Holy Prophet, and the 
owner of all of the wealth and belongings of a slave is his 
master. What even belongs to us mere slaves? 
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Kya paysh karayn jana kya chiz hamari hay 
Yeh dil bhi tumhara hay yeh jan bhT tumharT hay 

What can we present, O Beloved? What belongs to us? 
Even this heart is Yours! Even this life is Yours! 

May I sacrifice my life for you! 

In the early age of Islam, anybody who became a Muslim would 
hide his Islam as much as it was possible, and that was also the 
order of the Holy Prophet JUs^s^Jtssabij* so that they could 
remain safe from the difficulties and oppression of the 
disbelievers. When the number of Muslim men became 38, 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Siddiq ^ jus^i^ requested in the blessed 
court of the Holy Prophet il^V^J^t j^, 'O Prophet of Allah 
JL^b^JtsSs&i J^! Grant us permission to preach the message of 
Islam openly now/ 



The Embodiment of Nur, the Comforter of the Souls, the Holy 
Prophet JU^b^cJMs&i declined permission at first but upon 
the repeated requests of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr ^ dte^o?*, He 
JL^V^ jU5&i>i granted his permission. So, all of the Muslims 
went to Masjid-ul-Haram \I^jlijii\LfcS\j, and the first orator 
of Islam, Sayyiduna Abu Bakr ^ cJM abi began to deliver his 
speech. As soon as the speech started, the disbelievers and 
polytheists attacked the Muslims from all directions. Despite the 
fact that the honour and dignity of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr ^i^M^cr 
was acknowledged all over Makkah, the disbelievers still attacked 
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in such a way that his blessed face got injured badly and began to 
bleed to the extent that he &l $&&\cs*& became unconscious. 

When the people of his tribe came to know about his condition 
they picked him up from there. The people began to think that 
may be Sayyiduna Abu Bakr would not survive. 

Then in the evening, when he &3Ljte5t&\&£e recovered and regained 
consciousness, the first words to leave his blessed truthful lips 
were, 'How is the Prophet of Allah Jks^bs^fe JtsSabi J^?' Upon 
this, he ^Jtssabio?^ was rebuked by the people who said, 'It is 
because of your support of him that you are suffering this 
misfortune, even then you are still calling only his name!' 

The respected mother of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Jts§ 
Umm-ul-Khair brought some food for him but there was still 
only one proclamation on his lips, £ How is the Prophet of Allah 
JL^'b^ jtsSfibi J^?' When his mother told him that she did not 
know, he ^d^^cs^o- said, 'Please ask Umm-e- Jamil t^JM&ki^ 
[the sister of Sayyiduna 'Umar ^ JU5s&i<3^].' In order to fulfil 
this heartfelt request of her beloved son in his oppressed state, 
his mother went to Sayyidatuna Umm-e-Jamil t^Jtss&ijic^ and 
asked about the Holy Prophet JUs &i>i Due to the 

unfavourable circumstances of the time, Sayyidatuna Umm-e- 
Jamil ^juss&t^ had still hidden her Islam, and because Umm- 
ul-Khair had not yet become a Muslim, Sayyidatuna Umm-e- 
Jamil t^JtsSdii^ pretended not to know saying, 'I don't know 
who Muhammad Jks 4^ ^ J^s &i>i is and I don't know who 
Abu Bakr as-JteSabic^ is. However, hearing the condition of your 
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son has caused me sorrow; if you like I could come with you to 
see him.' 

Then Umm-ul-Khair took Sayyidatuna Umm-e- Jamil jt^^i^ 
to her home. When Sayyidatuna Umm-e- Jamil tps-JtsSabic^ saw 
the unfortunate condition of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr &\<&o- 
she could not control herself and she began to weep. Sayyiduna 
Abu Bakr Siddiq ^JtsS&ki^ said, £ Give me good news of the 
wellbeing of my Beloved Prophet J^^fesufe juss&i j^.' Sayyidatuna 
Umm-e- Jamil ^JtssiAi^ signalled to his mother to draw his 
attention towards her. When he ^^tet&\&>t said £ Don't be afraid 
of her', she t^JtsSabi^ then said, 'By the grace of Allah 
the Prophet of Mercy JUs^bssfe jis^ii is safe and sound, and 
presently he is at Dar al-Arqam [the home of Sayyiduna Arqam 
^J^abi^].' He &£.JtsS&i>iG£<? said, 'I swear by Allah JU-sj£, I will 
not eat or drink anything until I gain the blessing of beholding 
the Holy Prophet jus^ij^/ So in the last part of the 

night, his mother took him to the blessed presence of the Holy 
Prophet JU^^JisS&bi at Dar al-Arqam. The greatest devotee 
of the Holy Prophet, Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Siddiq ^ s&i ^ 
embraced the Beloved Prophet jJLs^s&fc JU5s&t and began to 
weep. The Holy Prophet JUs^b^JtsSabi and the other Muslims 
who were present also started weeping because they could not 
bear to see the sorrowful condition of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr 
as.Jfc&<btcs^. Then he jtsfei>i<^ said to the Prophet of Rahmah, the 
Intercessor of the Ummat, the Owner of Jannah Jk^b^J^i j^, 
'This is my respected mother, please pray for her to be guided and 
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give her the invitation to Islam.' The Beloved and Blessed 
Prophet JUs <4$ *&^&\fe> gave her the invitation to embrace 
Islam, and by the grace of Allah Almighty Js^S*-, she became 
Muslim immediately! (Al-Bidayah Wal-Nihayah, Vol. 2, pp. 369-370) 

Bearing hardships in the path of Allah JU-sS^ 

Dear Islamic brothers! Did you see the troubles and oppression 
that were confronted in the mission of the propagation of Islam? 
The greatest preachers of Islam devoted and sacrificed all their 
wealth, their efforts and their lives in the path of Allah So 
today, if we have to face some type of difficulty when travelling 
in a Madam Qafilah, when doing Infiradi Koshish [individual 
Da'wah effort], when learning or teaching the Sunnah, or when 
acting upon the Sunnah, we should remember the condition and 
the incidents from the life of the greatest devotee, Sayyiduna 
Abu Bakr Siddiq &l Jfc&bic^. 

In doing so, we should reassure ourselves, further increase our 
Madani work, and ignite within us the passion to sacrifice our 
wealth, our efforts and our lives for the sake of our Din, just as 
Siddiq Al-Akbar &l$£&\cs&& served the Din of Islam with full 
sincerity and steadfastness until his last breath.

In the same way that Sayyiduna Siddiq 
Al-Akbar ^JtsSabi^ loved the Holy Prophet J^$4 V ^ JtsS&i>i so 
deeply, the Holy Prophet J^s 4* also showed him 

great love and affection. 

On page 610 of volume 8 of 'Fatawa Razawiyyah', A'la Hadrat, 
the Leader of the Ahl-us-Sunnah, Imam Ahmad Raza Khan 
e^iii krz has collected those Ahadis in which the Holy 
Prophet JL^^^J^fiiii has spoken about the status and rank 
of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Jtss ^ Three narrations are 
presented here: 

1. It is narrated by Hibr-ul-Ummat, Sayyiduna 'Abdullah

said, 'If I were to make anyone my Khalil it would be Abu 
Bakr ^l^^c^o, however he is my closest friend/ (Mu'jam 
KabTr, Vol 11, p. 208) 

Sayyiduna Jabir Ibn-e-'Abdullah ^-juss&t<3^ has narrated, 
c Once we were present in the service of the Holy Prophet 
JLs^b^ juss&i j^, when he JU^b^ J^abi said, £ Right now, 
a person is about to appear in front of you who has been made 
the best and most noble after me and his intercession will be 
like the intercession of the Prophets ^JU^fc/ 

We were present and then we saw that Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr Siddiq &l jus appeared. The Prophet of Allah 
JL^b^Jus^i stood up, kissed him and then embraced 
him.' (TarTkh-e-Baghdad, Vol 3, p. 340) 

Sayyiduna 'Abdullah Ibn-e-'Abbas u^JkSabio^ narrated, 'I 
saw the Holy Prophet J^^U*^ jusi&i standing with the 
Leader of the Believers, Sayyiduna Ali j^^i^sJusaIji^, 
when Sayyiduna Abu Bakr ^Jts^i^ arrived.

Sayyiduna 'Ali ^^i^s jus 
said, 'The Holy Prophet JU^V^jus&iii kissed the face of 
Abu Bakr?' The Blessed Prophet JU^^Jfcfcdrf J* replied, 'O 
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Abul Hasan 1 ! The status of Abu Bakr in my court is similar 
to my Status in the court of Allah J^X' (Fatawa Razawiyyah, 
Vol. 8, pp. 610-612) 

Perfect Murid [Disciple] 

The Leader of the Ahl-us-Sunnah, A'la-Hadrat Imam Ahmad 
Raza Khan dr^tl^^ has stated in 'Fatawa Razawiyyah Sharif, 
c The Auliya [the friends of Allah] jus abi say that in the 
entire universe, there is no Pir [spiritual guide] comparable to 
the Holy Prophet i 4* and no Murid [disciple] 

comparable to Abu Bakr (fatawa Razawiyyah, Vol. 11, p. 326)

Siddiq Al-Akbar led the Salah [Prayer] 

On page 41 of Savanih Karbala, [the 92-page publication Maktaba- 
tul-Madinah, the publishing house of Dawat-e-Islami] it is stated: 

1 With reference to his eldest prince [son], Sayyiduna Imam Hasan Mujtaba is-Jtfatooa?, 
the Kunniyah [patronymic appellation] of the Leader of the Believers, Sayyiduna All 

^^i^sjusdji^ is 'Abul Hasan'. 
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'Bukhari and Muslim both report from Sayyiduna Abu Musa 
Ash'ari &L$&k&csfr that the Holy Prophet J^\5&fa$&&\fe> was ill and 
the illness was affecting him strongly, so he JUs^k^JtsS&bi j^said, 
'Order Abu Bakr to lead the Salah.' Sayyidatuna 'Aishah ta&jfcfebio^ 
said, 'Ya Rasulallah JUs^bsgfeJfcfebi J^! He is soft-hearted; he will 
not be able to stand in your place to lead the Salah.' The Holy 
Prophet JUs 4^ & said, 'Order Abu Bakr to lead the 

Salah.' She ^ s&i again offered the same concern. The 
Holy Prophet JUs^^Jtssabi made the same order again with 
emphasis, so Sayyiduna Abu Bakr ^ &i>i ^ led the Salah 
during the lifetime of the Holy Prophet JU^b^Jtss&iji j^. This 
Hadis is Mutawatir [mass transmitted] because it has been 
narrated by Sayyidatuna 'Aishah, Ibn-e-Mas'ud, Ibn-e-'Abbas, 
Ibn-e-'Umar, 'Abdullah Ibn-e-Zam'ah, Abu Sa'id, £ Ali Ibn-e- 
Abi Talib, Hafsah ^jus^i^ and others. The scholars say that 
this Hadis is clear evidence that Sayyiduna Abu Bakr ^JfcSai>iG^ is 
conclusively more highly ranked than all of the companions, and 
the most worthy and capable of Khilafah and leadership. (Tankh- 
ul-Khulafd, pp. 47-48) 

Dear Islamic brothers! It is the sign of a true devotee that at 
every moment the essence of his life is the remembrance of his 
beloved. When those who are unaware of the taste of the love 
of the Holy Prophet are not able to understand 

the lifestyles of the devotees, they make fun of them and criticize 
them. Advising such people, and expressing the passion of true 
devotees with great feeling, a poet has said: 
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Na kisTkay raqs pay tanz kar 
Na kisTkay gham ka mazaq ura 
Jisay chahay jay say nawaz day 

Yeh mizaj-e- 'ishq-e-Rasul hay 

Do not object to anyone's movement 
do not make fun of anyone's grief 
To whoever he wants, he grants his favour 
This is the nature of the love of the Prophet 

By Allah Jk-sS^! Even if a millionth of a particle of the love of 
the Prophet JU^b^Jtssabi fe> possessed by Sayyiduna Abu Bakr 
as-jusaiiic^ is granted to us, we would be successful in both the 
worlds. 

The snake of the cave of Saur 

On the occasion of the Hijrah [migration] to Madina-tul- 
Munawwarah, the confidant, worthy successor and closest friend 
of the Holy Prophet JUs «ab ^ abi j^, Sayyiduna Abu Bakr 
4&.Jts5fii>tc^ presented a remarkable and matchless example of love 
and devotion. There are slight variations of a few words across 
various books regarding the incident, which has been narrated 
as follows, 'When the Sultan of Both Worlds, the Merciful 
Prophet JU^b^JM&i>i approached the cave of Saur, Sayyiduna 
Abu Bakr ^Jtsfeiii^ went into the cave, cleaned it and filled all the 
holes that were present over there. He was unable to find anything 
to fill the last two holes so he plugged them with his blessed feet, 
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then he requested for the Embodiment of Nur, the Comforter of 
the Souls, the Holy Prophet J^^^^M to come in. 

The Holy Prophet Jks &i>i then entered the cave, 

rested his graceful head in the lap of his loyal and devoted 
friend, Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Siddiq ^ o&t and began to 
sleep. There was a snake in the cave which bit the foot of 
Siddiq Al-Akbar ^Jtssabi^, but may we be sacrificed for that 
embodiment of love and devotion! - he remained completely 
motionless and silent despite the intense pain and agony only 
for the reason that he did not want to cause any disturbance in 
the rest of Mustafa, the Essence of Mercy JUs 4 V * <Jts§ &i>i J^». 
However, due to the intense level of pain, tears began to flow 
unintentionally from his blessed eyes. When some tears of love 
fell onto the compassionate face of the Beloved and Blessed 
Prophet JU^'b^Jt^t he JU^b^JtsSaiii awoke and asked, 
'O Abu Bakr as-JUsabi^, Why are you crying?' Sayyiduna Siddiq 
Al-Akbar &i>i told him about all the incident of the 

snake. The Beloved Prophet JU^b^ jus&bi then rubbed his 
blessed saliva on the part of the foot that had been bitten and the 
wound healed up immediately.' (Mishkat-ul-MasabTh, Vol 4, p. 417, 
HadTs6034)

Allah Js-sS*- is with us 

When Siddiq Al- Akbar a& ^ went into the cave along 
with the Knower of the Unseen, the Immaculate Prophet 
Jj&^i4$z>£\&i&\ j^, the chasing disbelievers had almost reached 
the cave. The presence of both of these respected personalities 
in the cave has been mentioned by Allah J^j£ in the Holy 
Quran in the 40 th verse of Surah Taubah: 

Just as two men, when they both were in the Cave 

[Kanz-ul-Iman (Translation of Quran)] (Part 10, Surah Taubah, Verse 40) 

Allah Js-sjU- created the physical sources of protection for these 
two respected individuals in such a way that as soon as the Holy 
Prophet JLs5*ab^<J^fil»i entered the cave along with Sayyiduna 
Siddiq Al- Akbar ^<JM&i»ic^, a divine guard of protection was put 
in place. A spider cast its web across the mouth of the cave and a 
pigeon laid its eggs at the edge. 

On page 132 of Mukashafa-tul-Qulub [the 680-page publication 
of Maktaba-tul-Madinah, the publishing house of Dawat-e-Islami] 
it is stated: 'All this was done to prevent the disbelievers from 
finding the cave. Allah j^sfc bestowed such a unique reward to 
those two pigeons that, to this day, all of the pigeons in the 
Haram of Makkah are from the offspring of those pigeons. Just 
as they protected the Merciful Prophet JUs^bs^JtsSakij^ by the 
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command of Allah JU^, He laid down a restriction of 
hunting them in the Haram.' (Mukashafa-tul-Qulub, Vol 1, p. 57) 

When disbelievers of the Quraish saw the nest and the eggs of 
the pigeon, they began to say, 'If there were any people here, the 
spider would not have cast its web, nor would the pigeon have 
laid its eggs.' Hearing the sound of the disbelievers, Sayyiduna 
Siddiq ^ cJM &i>i became worried and said, 'Ya Rasulallah 
JUs^s^ JtsSabi j^! The enemies have come so close to us that if 
they were to look at their feet, they would see us.' The Holy 
Prophet JUs^^JfcSaki replied: 



Grieve not, no doubt Allah is with us 

[Kanz-ul-Iman (Translation of Quran)] (Part 10, Surah Taubah, Verse 40) 

Then tranquillity descended upon the heart of Sayyiduna Siddiq 
Al-Akbar ^ and he became completely calm and 

contented. On the fourth day (Monday, 1 st of RabT'-ul-Awwal) 
the Beloved Prophet JUs^b^Jtdabi came out from the cave 
and set out towards Madinah Tayyibah \I^3jli>i^\lia\j. (Makhat- 
az ' Ajaib-ul- Quran Ma y Gharaib-ul- Quran, pp. 303-304) 
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How fortunate is the spider! 

Dear Islamic brothers! By the grace of Allah JU^, the Noble 
Prophet JU^b^JfcSfibi and Siddiq Al-Akbar ^JM&i>i<^ were 
successful and prosperous whereas the disbelievers who were 
in search were unsuccessful and disappointed. The spider 
prevented the search into the cave by casting such a web over 
the mouth of the cave that the disbelievers could not even 
think about spying into the cave through it. They returned 
disappointed and the spider was fortunate enough to earn an 
everlasting honour. 

This has been discussed by Sayyiduna Ibn-e-Naqib «sfeJ(sM^<? in 
'Mukashafa-tul-Qulub' as follows, 'Silkworms knit a beautiful 
type of silk that is unrivalled, but the spider is thousands of 
times greater in rank than them because it knit its web over the 
mouth of the cave of Saur for the protection of the Holy Prophet 
JL^b^Jtssfibl J^.' (Mukashafa-tul-Qulub, Vol. 1, p. 57) 

An ocean was seen on the other side of the cave! 

Some scholars of Sirah 1 have written that when Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr Siddiq &l ^Mc^c expressed that there was a danger of the 
enemies seeing them, the Beloved Prophet JUs 4^ «&d&><&\ 
said, 'If they enter through here, we will go out through the

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other side [of the cave].' As soon as Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Siddiq 
diverted his gaze towards the other side of the cave, he 
saw a door, by the side of which was a flowing ocean as well as a 
boat bound to the wall of the cave. (Mukashafa-tul-Qulab, Vol. 1, p. 58) 

Asking the Prophet for help when in trouble is a 
practice of the Sahabah 

Dear Islamic brothers! We learnt of the great comforting miracle 
of the Noble Prophet JU^b^sfe Jtss&iii in which Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr ^Jtsfeisi^ saw the boat and the ocean due to the blessings 
of the enlightened and merciful gaze of the Beloved and Blessed 
Prophet JU^bssfe jus^i J^, and we learnt how Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr Jtss &i>i felt immense relief and serenity. From this 
incident we also learn that seeking help from the Prophet of 
Rahmah, the Intercessor of the Ummat, the Owner of Jannah 
JLs^b-fcfe jusaiii when faced with calamities or at times of need is 
a practice of the respected Sahabah o^^ugfr. 

Unique desire of Siddiq Al-Akbar 

Sayyiduna Imam Muhammad Ibn-e-Sirin states, 
'When Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar z&d&'Jti&o- was going towards 
the cave with the Embodiment of Nur, the Comforter of the 
Souls, the Holy Prophet JU^b^Jidfibi j^, he z&d&^c&o- would 
sometimes walk in front of the Blessed Prophet JUs^b^Jus&bi 
and sometimes behind. The Noble Prophet Jks 4^ &i>i 
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asked, 'Why are you doing this?' He ass-ju^i^ replied, 'When 
I think about those who are searching for us, I move behind 
you, and when I think about the hidden enemies waiting to 
ambush, I move in front of you, so that no harm can reach you.' 

The Guide to the Path of Salvation, the Master of Madinah, the 
Beloved Prophet JUs^b^JfcSabi then asked, In case of danger, 
would you prefer to die before me in my place?' He replied, £ By 
Allah J*&\ This is my only desire.' (Dalail-ul-Nubuwwah-lil-BayhaqT, 
Vol 2, p. 476) 

Resemblance in the final journey to the Hereafter 

Hakim-ul-Ummat, Shaykh Mufti Ahmad Yar Khan Na'imi 
^jtsMit^ has stated, £ The cause of the apparent demise of the 
Holy Prophet JU^b^Jtssabi was the recurrence of the effect 
of poison 1 . Similarly, the passing of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr Siddiq 
4£.JtsS&i>ic^ was due to the recurrence of the effect of the poison 
of the snake which bit him in the cave of Saur on the night of 
Hijrah [migration]. Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar a&JtsSakic^ was 
blessed with such a high status of Fana-fir-Rasul [submerging 
into the Holy Prophet JU^bs^JtsSi&i j^] that even his demise is 
similar to the demise of the Holy Prophet JU^bssfe JfcSabi j^. 

The apparent passing of the Holy Prophet JUs^b^Jusabi was 
on a Monday and Siddiq Al-Akbar as-JtsSabic^ left this world on

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a Monday night after passing the day of Monday. On the day 
of the apparent passing of Holy Prophet's JUs 4$ ^ ^ 
there was no oil in the house to light the lamp, and at the time 
that Sayyiduna Abu Bakr as-JtsSabtc^ left this world, there was 
not even enough money in the house to buy a shroud [cloth 
used to wrap the body for burial.] This is Fana [submerging 
into one's personage].' (Mira-tul-ManajTh, Vol 8, p. 295) 

Dear Islamic brothers! We learnt about the similarity between 
the final journey to the Hereafter of the Master of Madinah, 
the Blessed Prophet JUs^fe^ JtsaiitJ^ and the greatest devotee 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr a&Jtssabic^. At the time of the apparent 
passing of the Holy Prophet J^bjfejus^i J^, there was no oil in 
the lamp, and the state of the sterling devotee of the Prophet, 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr & zk\ was that instead of running 
after the temporary wealth of the world which is bound for 
destruction, he collected the treasure of the love of the Holy 
Prophet JUs^ss^Jfcs&iji J^, he tolerated great difficulties, and he 
always considered this condition as being the source of true 
satisfaction in both worlds.

He Jk^b^Jtss&ki then said, 'O Abu Bakr a&Jfcsabic^ I have a 
great desire to meet you, has the time not yet come for you to 
come to me?' I wept intensely in my dream to such an extent 
that even my family members came to know about it and they 
told me about my weeping in that dream after I had woken up.'

Passion for resemblance in the date of passing away and 
the shroud 

On page 67 of 'Sahabah-e-Kiram Ka Ishq-e-Rasul', [the 274- 
page publication of Maktabah-tul-Madinah, the publishing house 
of Dawat-e-Islami] it is stated: 'A few hours before his passing, 
Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar ^ s&t asked his beloved 
daughter Sayyiduna 'Aishah Siddiqah ^JM&i>tc^, 'How many 
pieces of cloth were there in the shroud of the Holy Prophet 
Jk^V^JM&iii and what was the day of his apparent passing?' 
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The reason for asking the questions was his great desire to

Sayyiduna Imam £ Abdur Rahman Jalal Uddin Suyuti ash-Shafi'I 
narrated in 'Tarikh-ul-Khulafa 5 , c In the period of the illness of 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr ^J^abi^, people came to visit him and 
said, c O successor of the Holy Prophet jL^3<^JU5s&i &>\ Give us 
permission to bring a doctor for you.' He a&jusabtc^ replied, 
'The doctor has already seen me.' They asked, 'What did he 
say?' He asjk&bic^ replied, 'He said c Zj id JUi 'I do whatever I 
want.' (TarTkh-ul-Khulafa, p. 62) 

The meaning of this is that Allah is the All- Wise. No-one 
can evade His decision and whatever He wills will certainly 
happen.

Rasul JU^a'b^ JU5&i>t is itself a proof that he^-J^^i^ is the 
greatest devotee. The only reason for the grief and sorrow in his 
heart was the remembrance of the Holy Prophet JUs^ssfe jus^i 
and his separation from his Beloved JtsS^i J^. Whereas 

our hearts have become completely obsessed with the love of this 
world, its temporal beauty and short-lasting influence and control. 
Our hearts only crave and yearn for these things, and sigh in 
sorrow only when our selfish inner desires are not fulfilled. 

Sayyiduna Siddiq Al-Akbar was given poison 

Various causes of the apparent passing of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr 
z&^Mc&t have been reported. According to some, his passing 
was caused by recurrence of the effect of the poison of the snake 
in the cave of Saur. Another reason that has been reported is 
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that he &sl JfcS &k\ ^ passed away in the sorrow and grief of 
Mustafa JU^^jtssi&i J^. Ibn-e-Sa'd and Hakim have narrated 
from Ibn-e-Shahab that the cause of the apparent passing of 
Sayyiduna Abu Bakr &l ^ fibi was that once someone sent 
Khuzayrah [a type of mincemeat] as a gift to him. Sayyiduna 
Siddiq Al-Akbar ^^M^ and Haris Ibn-e-Kaladah a&JfcSabic^ 
both partook in eating it. 

After having eaten some of it, Haris, because he was a Hakim, 
said, 'O successor of Rasulullah! Stop your hand and refrain from 
eating this because there is poison in this. The effects of this 
poison become apparent within one year. You will see that both 
you and I will pass away on the same day within a year.' Upon 
hearing this, he &&Jte3'M&?e- moved his hand away from the food 
but the poison had done its work. Both of them remained ill 
from that day and after a year, they both passed away on the 
same day due to the effect of that poison. (Tankh-ul-Khulafa, p. 62) 




Oh! The wretched world! 

This narration of Hakim as reported by Sha'abi is as follows, 
'What can we expect from this wretched world, in which even 
the Prophet of Allah JUs^b^JfeSabi was gi ven poison as was 
Siddiq Al-Akbar ^J^l^/ (Tankh-ul-Khulafa, p. 62) 

There is no contradiction in any of the above narrations 
[regarding the cause for the passing of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr

Adorn your face with a fistful beard, instead of having your hair 
according to Western fashion, keep Zulfayn [full hair according 
to the Sunnah], and instead of roaming around bare-headed, 
keep your head resplendent and green by wearing a green 
'Imamah [Sunnah turban]. Colour your inner and outer being 
in the Sunnah of the Holy Prophet JU^b^JtsSfiiii J^. 

Advising us, A'la Hadrat, the Leader of the Ahl-us-Sunnah, the 
Destroyer of Bid'ah, the Reviver of the Sunnah, the Guide of 
Tariqah, the Scholar of Sharfah, Imam Ahmad Raza Khan 
c^jJia^^te has stated:

A mark on the toe of the Siddiqis 

The descendants of Siddiq Al-Akbar ^JM&i>i<^ are referred to 
as 'Siddiqis' and even today, it is possible for the mark of the 
snake bite to be seen on their toe. However, if it is not apparent, it 
is not permissible to doubt the Siddiqiyyat [lineage to Sayyiduna 
Abu Bakr ^'Mc&g] because this sign is not evident in all of 
them. 
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The servant of Madinah [the author, Amir-e-Ahl-e-Sunnat] 
once requested a Siddiqi scholar to show him the sign on his toe. 
He said, 'My father made it prominent by scratching it, but now 
it is concealed again.' 

Mufti Ahmad Yar Khan Na'imi <$£&\kfro> has stated on page 
359 of 'Mira-tul-Manajih', 'Some Salihin (pious people) have 
been heard to say that either snakes do not bite those who are 
from the offspring of Shaykh Siddiqi [Sayyiduna Muhammad 
Ibn-e- Abu Bakr, the son of Sayyiduna Abu Bakr who was a 
Sahabi] or if they do bite, the poison has no effect. This is due to 
the blessed saliva of the Holy Prophet Jks^^JtsS&ki which he 
J*z$s*& JUsait applied on the toe of Siddlq Al-Akbar s&.$&&\<&g 
in the cave of Saur after he had been bitten by the 

snake - ^ ^E^gjrj^By ^ 

In addition to this, there is a black mole on the toe of these 
descendants, and if the mother and father are both from the 
offspring of Shaykh Siddiqi then there will be a mole on the 
large toes of both feet. I have seen these moles on the toes of 
many Siddiqis. In short, these are extremely astonishing marvels 
(i.e. snakes not biting Siddiqis, the poison not affecting them if 
a snake does bite, and the presence of moles on their toes until 
today; all of these are the astonishing miracles of the blessed 
saliva of Rasulullah JL^b^jus^i j^)/ 
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Siddiq Al-Akbar performed a Madani operation

Spend your days and nights in accordance with the 
method for attaining piety that has been granted to us by the 
Madani Markaz, namely the booklet entitled, £ Madani In'amat' 

In addition, perform Fikr-e-Madinah every night for at least 12 
minutes and in this session fill out the Madani In'amat booklet. 
fe&alSVXjz&l You will be successful in both the worlds. You can 
imagine the extent of the blessings of Siddiq Al-Akbar a&ju&diic^ 
upon Dawat-e-Islami through the following Madani Bahar 
(Madani Marvel). In this regard, I will try to present the narration 
of a devotee of the Prophet in my own style and my own words: 

'Our Madani Qafilah went to Nakah Khafi (in Baluchistan, 
Pakistan) in order to learn the blessed Sunnahs. There were 
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four small lumps in the head of one of the participants of the 
Madani Qafilah and because of those lumps he was afflicted with 
pain of one side in his head. When he would suffer from that 
pain, his face would become black on the affected side and he 
would squirm in agony. In the way, he was squirming in severe 
pain, so we gave him some tablets and put him to sleep. 

When he got up in the morning, he seemed fit and healthy, 
and very fresh. He said to us, c By the grace of Allah JU-^, I was 
blessed with the vision of the Holy Prophet JUs^fe^ jus^t 
along with his four closest friends ;^4^- M&o- in my dream. 
The Beloved Prophet JUs 4^ abi signalled towards me 
and said to Siddiq Al-Akbar 4&J(s&fe^, 'Remove his headache.' 
So the companion of the Cave and the Grave, Sayyiduna Abu 
Bakr 4^JU5^!^ performed a Madani operation in such a way 
that he opened up my head and removed four black lumps 
from my brain, and then said, c Son, nothing will happen to you 
now/ The brother narrating the incident said, 'That brother 
had been completely and totally cured. On his return from the 
Madani Qafilah, when he went for a check-up, the doctor 
exclaimed with wonder, 'Brother! This is amazing! All 4 lumps 
have vanished from your brain!' Upon that, the brother began 
to cry and he narrated the blessing of travelling in the Madani 
Qafilah and the account of his dream. 

The doctor was extremely affected and impressed and 12 people 
including some doctors from that hospital, made the intention 
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to travel in a Madam Qafilah for twelve days. Some of the 
doctors also immediately intended to adorn their faces with the 
sign of the love for the Holy Prophet JUs^b^Jidabi i.e. the 
blessed beard.'

22 Madam Pearls of Zulfayn [Sunnah Hairstyle], the 
Hair of the Head, and More 

1. The Zulfayn of the Peace of our heart and mind, the Most 
Generous and Kind, the Prophet of mankind JL^^Jk&bi 
would at times be the length of halfway down the blessed ears. 

2. At times, to the level of the earlobe, 

3. And sometimes, would extend to kiss the blessed shoulders. 

(Ash-Shamdil al-Muhammadiya lil-Tirmizi, pp. 18 & 34-35) 

4. From time to time, we should act upon each of these three 
Sunnahs. So sometimes, we should keep our Zulfayn to 
the level of halfway down the ear, sometimes to the level 
of the earlobe, and at times up to the shoulders. 

5. The Sunnah of keeping the Zulfayn up to the shoulders is 
often more difficult for our Nafs, nevertheless everybody 
should act upon this Sunnah at least once in his life. 
However, care should be taken to ensure that hair does not 
go below the shoulders. The length of hair can be correctly 
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seen when the hair is wet, so in the days when the hair is 
grown to practice this Sunnah, properly comb the hair after 
having a bath/shower and check that the hair is not going 
below the shoulders. 

6. A'la-Hadrat Imam Ahmad Raza Khan ^i^^fe has stated, 
'Keeping hair below the shoulders [i.e. lower than the 
shoulder level] like women is Haram for men/ (Fatawa 
Razawiyyah, Vol. 21, p. 600) 

7. Sadr-ush-Shari'ah Maulana Amjad £ Ali Jtss isv has 
stated, It is not permissible for a man to have long hair 
like women. Some people who call themselves Sufis (Ascetic) 
bear extremely long hair which runs over their chest like a 
snake and some of them even make their hair into ponytails 
or buns similar to women. This is all impermissible and 
against the Shari'ah. (Bahdr-e SharVat, Vol. 16, p. 230) 

8. It is Haram for a woman to shave the head. (Fatawa Razawiyyah, 
Vol. 22, p. 664) 

9. It is impermissible and a sin for women to cut their hair 
short like Christian women of these times, and this act has 
been cursed. Even if the husband says to do this, the 
ruling still applies that the woman who does so will be 
sinful, because the order of the mother, father, husband, 
etc. will not be followed if it is contrary to the Sharfah. 
(Bahdr -e SharVat, Vol. 16, p. 231) 
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10. Some people make a side parting in the hair either on the 
left or on the right; this is against the Sunnah. 

11. The Sunnah is to part the hair in the centre. (Bahar-e Shan' at, 
Vol 16, p. 231) 

12. Except for at Hajj, it is not proven that the Holy Prophet 

JLi 4* jus fibi ever shaved his blessed head. (Fatawa 
Razawiyyah, Vol 22, p. 690) 

13. Keeping the hair in some of the modern styles of today in 
which the hair is cut using scissors or machines where 
part of the hair is long and part of it is short, is not Sunnah. 

14. The Beloved Prophet JL^s^i^tj^ has stated, 'Whoever 
has hair, he should take regard of it. (SunanAbiDawud, Vol 4, p. 
103, Hadis4163) i.e. he should wash it, oil it and comb it. 

15. Sayyiduna Ibrahim Khalilullah viLOsuOx was the first to 
organise a feast for guests, the first to do circumcision, the 
first to trim the moustache, and the first to see a white 
hair. He said, 'O Lord! What is this?' Allah replied, 
'O Ibrahim! This is your grandeur,' He then said, 'O my 
Lord! Increase my grandeur.' (Mu'atm Imam Malik, Vol 2, p. 
415, HadTs 1756) 

16. On page 224 of part 16 of Bahar-e-Shari'at, [the 312-page 
publication of Maktaba-tul-Madinah, the publishing house 
of Dawat-e-Islami] it is stated: The Merciful Prophet 
J^i4i*&>£\£&\ & has stated, 'Whoever intentionally plucks a 
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white hair, it will become a spear on the Day of Judgement, 
with which he will be stabbed.' (Kanz-ul-'Ummal, Vol. 6, p. 281, 
Hadis 17276) 

17. It is a Bid'ah [Innovation] to shave or pluck hair around 
Bacchi (the few hairs which are on sides of the hair lying 
between the bottom lip and the chin). (Fatawa Alamgm, Vol. 
5, p. 358) 

18. It is Makruh [Disliked] to shave the hair on the neck. 
(Fatawa Alamgm, Vol. 5, p. 357) But it applies when the head is 
not shaved and the hair on the neck are shaved (many 
people do so when they have their beard neatened) but if the 
entire head is shaved, then along with this, the hair on the 
neck should also be shaved. (Bahar-e SharT'at, Vol. 16, p. 230) 

19. There are four things about which there is a ruling that 
these should be buried; hair, nails, the cloth used by a 
woman to clean the blood of menses, and blood. (Bahdr-e 
SharT'at, Vol. 16, p. 231; Fatawa Alamgm, Vol. 5, p. 358) 

20. It is Mustahab for men to turn the white hairs of the beard 
and head reddish or yellowish in colour; for this purpose 
Mehndi [Henna] can be used. 

21. One should not sleep with henna pasted in the beard or 
hair. According to a Hakim, sleeping with henna pasted in 
hair causes the heat of the head to descend into the eyes, 
and this can be detrimental to the eyesight. This advice of 
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the Hakim was verified in such a way that a blind person 
once came to Sag-e-Madinah [the author, Amir-e-Ahl-e- 
Sunnat]. He said that he was not born blind, but regrettably 
he once applied henna to his hair and then went to sleep. 
When he awoke, the light of his eyes had lost. 

22. The whiteness of the hairs of the moustache, the bottom lip, 
and the edges of the beard of those people who apply henna 
can become apparent after only a few days and this is not nice 
to look at. Therefore, if you cannot repeatedly colour the 
entire beard then at least try to apply a small amount of 
henna on these places where the whiteness becomes apparent.
